Lofs of the Invincible, of Seventy-four 


Cruns. 


F this truly lamentable event we 
have the following interefting 
particulars :— 


Extradl of a Letter frona Midfiip- 
man of his Mayefty’s late Shift the 
Invincible, to a Friend in Town, 
dated Yarmouth, March 18. 


*¢ Only two days have elapfed fince 
J iaft wrote to you, andinthat fhort 
{pace the moft melancholy accident 
has happened, namely, the total lofs 
of our thip. We fet failfrom Yar- 
mouth on Monday morning for the 
Sound, to join the fleet under the 
command of admiral fir Hyde Par- 
ker, and about two o’clock in the 
afternoon, the thip ftruckon a fand 
bank, where fhe beat molt violently 
for upwards of two hours, when 
her mafts were cut away, and 
fhe immediately got into deep water. 
Her anchor was then caft, and we 
all thought ourfelves fafe ; for, not- 
withftanding fhe leaked confiderably, 
the water gained but litde upon us.— 
Our fignals of diitrefs were heard and 
anfwered by a cutter, which imme- 
diately bore down to Yarmouth, to 
cive intelligence of our aiftrefs ; and 
we therefore hoped, with the afliftance 
that fhouldarrive, to be able to fave 
the ihip, as wellas ourfelves. But 
God ordained it otherwife. The 
rudder being unfortunately gone, the 
fliip beeame unmianageable, and in 
the evening, the again drove on the 
bank, when we all gave ourfelves up 
for loft. ‘Lhrough God’s providencé 
however, a fifhing fmack, at jhis 
awful juncture, hove in fight, and 
the admiral, myfelf, and two or three 
nore fucceeded in getting on board 
of her; but the reit, in endeavour- 
ing to do the fame, loft all the boats 
they were ableto get overboard. In 
this melancholy condition; fhe re- 
mained ull the following morning, 
when, thocking to relate, the en- 
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tirely funk, we being all the tim 
{pectators of the diftrefsful fen. 
without any poffible means of afford. 
ing the fufferers the leaft affiftance, 
as any attempt to that ‘effect would 
only have involved ourfelves in the 
general calamity. By God's provi. 
dence, however, the thip’s launch, 
full of men, at length got clear of the 
wreck, and by her afliftance, we 
were enabled to fave fome others. Ip 
the whole about one hundred and 
ninety-five are faved. The greater 
part of the officers, including the 
captain have unfortunately pertthed. 
For my own part, I have loft every 
thing but the cloaths I now wear, two 
fhirts, and three pair of ttockings, 
with part of my money,’ 


Additional Particulars. 


The Invincible firft ftruck upon 
the fatal bank, between two and three 
intheafternoon. In this fituation the 
remained near three hours, when the 
mizen-maft went by the board, and 
the main-maft was immediately after 
cutaway. The fhip, to the infinite 


yoy of the crew, then dropped trom 


three and a half into 17 fathom wa- 
ter, where, however, unfortunately 
lofing her rudder, fhe foon became 
unmanageable, and was again driven 
upon the bank, A hihing-fmack now 
approached the wreck ; on which 
two boats belonging to. the Invinei- 
ble were ordered out. On board one 
of thefe the admiral, the purfer, four 
nmudihipmen, three of the adimiral’s 
fervants, and fix or eight feamen, 
reached the tithing-fmack in fafety, 
as did alfo the other boat full of peo- 
ple. Both of them immediately te- 
turned to the fhip, but on re-approacl- 
ing the {mack, one was forced away, 
and every perfon on board would 
inevitably have perifhed, had not a 
collier which happened to be pafling 
by at this critical moment happil 
picked them all up. ‘This veffel if 
terwards afforded every affiflance that

crew. The fithing-fmack, with the 


admiral on board, being unable to af- 
ford the leaft affiftance to the fhip, 
remained at anchor during the whole 
of Monday night. On the approach 
of day, the mafter of this veffel ex- 
prefled an unwillingnefs to go any 
nearer the wreck, but admiral Totty 
in direct oppofition to him, caufed 
the cable tobe cut, and immediately 
proceeded to the thip, Melancholy, 
however, to relate, while he was do- 
ing every thing of which human ex- 
ertion is capable to affift the unhappy 
people on board, the wreck once 
more got into deep water, and gra- 
dually funk, to the infinite diftrefs of 
the admiral and other {pe€tators, who 
were nearly frantic with grief at this 
‘remendous fcene of human mifery 
and deftruétion. While the fhip 
was thus rapidly going down, the 
launch was hove out ;—as many of 
the crew as fhe could pofhibly hold, 1n- 
ftantly jumped on board, and had on- 
ly time to clearthe .joop, when the 
veflel, with 400 fouls, entirely dif- 
appeared, and went to the bottom.— 
Many unhappy. fufferers attempt. 
ed to get on board the already overla- 
den launch, butas no more could be 
permitted to enter without the certain 
lofs ofthe whole, they were ftruck 
away with the oars, and in a few 
feconds became wholly ingulph’d in 
the pitilefs waters. 

Captain Rennie, after the fhip had 
funk, attempted to {wim to the launch, 
and after a fevere exertion got within 
reach of the oars, when, exhaufted 
with fatigue, and unable to make any 
farther effort, he calmly refigned him- 
felfto his fate; lifting up his hands, 
as if to implore the blefling of heaven, 
and immediately after placing them 
upon his face, he went directly down 
Without a ftruggle. Thus perifhed a 
brave and meritorious officer, whofe 
eminent virtues as a manenfured dim 
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the efteem of all who knew him, and 
whofe profeffional fame, hadhe fur- 
vived, bid fair to render him an orna- 
ment to his country. Alb the other 
commiffioned officers of the fhip, ex- 
cept lieutenants ‘Tucker and Quath, 
together with all the officers of ma- 
rines, and moft of their men, likewife 
went to the bottom. 

About 70 or 80 of the crew were 
faved by means ofthe launch, the whole 
of whom had affembled upon the fore- 
cattle ; but all thofe who remained in 
the poop were loft.— The total num- 
ber who thus found a watery grave, 
amounts toupwards of 400, among 
whom were feveral paflengers, on 
their way to join other fhips belong- 
ing to the North Sea fleet. The 
number faved, including ofhcers, § 
{tated at 185. 

This afflicting difafter is attributed 
folely to the ignorance of the pilot.— 
He belongedto Harwich, and was 
taken on board at Sheernefs. Inftead 
of taking the fhip through the ordina- 
ry channel from Yarmouth, he fteer- 
ed her through the narrow paflage of 
the Gockle ; and when fhe ran upon 
the fands, he infifted that the fail 
{pot was not laiddown in any chart. 
In this point, however, he was foon 
confuted by the gunner of one of the 
fhips of admiral Parker’s fleet, who 
was only a paffenger on board the In- 
vincible. ‘This man foon convinced 
the pilot of his error, byfhewing him 
the exact {pot diftinétly marked. But 
the pilot is among the numerous fut- 
ferers, and, in common cttarity, death 
muft now be contidered as having 
expiated all his faults. When the 
mizen-ma{t went overboard, he alfo 
fell from the deck, and was never after 
feen. 

The Lively cutter wes for feveral 
hours within fight of the wreck, but 
was unable to aHord the diftreffed 
people theleaft afiittance. A boat trom 
Winterton was very active on the oc- 
cafion.

N unaccountable  intatuation 

“\ unhappily poffefles a certain 
clafs of men in this 4ge of Rea/fon, 
who, by fophiftry and falfe philofo- 
pay, and by the ill-directed’ exertions 
of their reafoning faculties, endeavour 
to inculcate a difbelief of the doétrine 
af Chrift, and of all revealed religi- 
on, adopting the deteftable and irre- 
ugious fyitem and principles of French 
revolutionifts, fupported, by their 
countryman, Woltaire, and by our 
Thom. Paine, the influence of whofe 
wnitings has feduced too many from 
the true faith, and multiplied the 
numbers of deifts and freethinkers ;

tion and merits of Jefus Chrift, the 
pure fountain of the Chriitian religion, 
whom they impioufly blafpheme, 
they totally thut themfelves out from 
a participation of that falvation and 
immortal felicity which devout Chrif- 
tians who zealoufly and piouily «ely 
with hope and confidence on the 
merits of our bleffed Redeemer, ulu- 
mately expect to obtain. 

And furely the enemies of Chriftia- 
nity and religion cannot be the friends 
of government and fubordination, nor 
can any confidence be placed in the 
fidelity of thofe men who endeavour 
to perfuade and convince us that there 
is no heaven to reward the good; no 
hell to punifh the wicked; no reye- 
rence for a fupreme being ; and con- 
fequently no fear of pérjury ; no ap- 
prehenafion of futurity ; no clieck of 
confcience from the commiffion of 
any crime, however attrocious, even 
(could they compafs it with impunity) 
—from the- fubverfion of our juft 
and regular government, under whofe 
equitable adminiltration we enjoy 
protection of property, with the 
great and defirable bleffings of true 
liberty and independence. 

As for me, whatever may be my 
future déftiny ;—fhould the fupreme 
difpofer of events, for all-wile pur - 
pofes, fend his trials;—fhould I be 

obliged 
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oblived to drink of the bitter cup of 


affliction, even to the very dregs, — 
I will endeavour to bear the diftreffing 
affaults of adverfity with fortitude, 
patience, and refignation (as an m- 
adequate atonement for my manifold 
tranfgreflions,) to the myfterious dif- 


pen{at ions of that beneficent Being, - 


whofe merciful providence never for- 
fook me in the midit of my devious 
erratic wanderings, and in Whofe pro- 
tetion and fupport I place the moft 
unlimited confidence, a firm reliance, 
and a cheering hope, 

In Deo benigro fpes mea, totaque fiducia eft ; 


and when it will pleafe my heavenly 
Father to fummon me from this tran- 
fitory ftate of probation, I will hope 
through the merits of the paflion and 
death of my lord and faviour Jefus 
Chrift, to obtain mercy, falvation, 
and eternal happinefs, with the elect, 
in the celeftial regions of immortal 
felicity. 

I would caution the rifing youth of 
this country, to whan I addrefs my- 
{elf in particular, againtt forming 
connexions, or adopting habits of in- 
tinracy with men of known infid delity, 
or of irreligious and diffipated cha- 
vacters; by attaching themfelves to 
the company and converiation of fuch 
men, they will furely imbibe and fee! 
themfelves {perhaps when too iate 
for a remedy) tainted with their prin- 
ciples, and duped by their varnifhed 
and bafe -profeflions of infincere and 
falte friendihip, made for felfifh and 
interefted purpofes ;—they will find 
their confidence abufed, their gene- 
rous youthful minds wounded, and, 
it may be, their property and charac- 
ter injured, with an impaired contti- 
tution, by their unfortunate attach- 
ment ;—tor it is conliftent and cha- 
racteriftic—that the man who daily 
defies bis god, fhould deceive and 
prove falfe to his friend, and betray 
his conhidence, and I write {rom ex- 
perience very dearly purchated: let 
them fecede from any familiar inter-

courfe with men of this defcription, 
and frequent the fociety of liberal ang 
benevolent men of fincerity and te, 
titude, of integrity and fterling merit, 
of fuperior talents, and of vittuoys 
and religious principles,—who arp 
above duplicity and deception ;—from 
whole converfation and manners they 
may derive infiruction and improve. 
ment. 

I advife my young countrymen to 
guard their unfufpecting hearts from 
feduétion, by the {mooth and deceit. 
ful tongue of flattery, which in the 
days of profperity —will make fpeci. 
ous and {weet profeffions of amicable 
fidelity, and fteady attachment, un: 
der the eanmmance of cordial lincerity 
—but the wily impoftar will be fure 
to defert them in adyertity, and time 
of need ;—

I earneftly recommend it to my 
youthful friends to avoid, as they 
would perdition, habits of ebriety and 
difhpation ; for ebriety puts a man off 
his guard, and in the power of his 
enemy ;——it injures his health, his 
property, and his charaéter ; and it 
may be confidered as the chief engine 
in the hands of the arch enemy of 
mankind, to deftroy their happineis, 
to corrupt their morals, and to bring 
them ultimately to an ignominious 
end:—they will, on the contrary, 
apply theimnfelves with diligence and 
afliduous attention, to the ttudy and 
acquifition of . ufeful and literary 
knowledge, a ftore trom which they 
may derive a never-tailing fource of 
intellectual happinefs ; —and finally, 
I exhort them to adopt the practice of 
the cardinal virtues «of temperance 
and chaftitvy, which carry with them 
their own reward, from which will 
refult tranquility and peace of mind, 
and which will bid fair- to infure 
them happinefs here and hereafter.

MODE OF LIVING. 
HE ufual mode of living at Pa- 
ris is at the Reftaurateur’s : 
a name which has not been known 
(I believe) above thirty orforty years, 
Beauvillier’s, in the Palais Royal, is 
the moft elegant and complete place of 
the kind I ever faw. ‘The bill of fare 
ufually contains at leaft 250 different 
articles, with the prices atunexed to 
eachot them. The fame may be 
faid of the different kinds of wines, 
which vary in their price from thirty 
fons (15d.) to feven or eight livres 
(from §s. tod. to 6s. 8d.) a bottle. I 
had many reafons for prefering the 
Table d Hote to a Reftaurateur: and 
Thad the luck (for fuch things are not 
common in Paris) to find a good and 
oheap oneat the Mailon d’ Hambourg, 
Rue des Filles de St. Thomas, where 
[ ufually dined for fifty fous (2s. 1d.) 
including the deffert and half'a bottle 
of wine, 

Opera houfe.—1 mever was more 
charmed with a fight than that of the 
performance ({ mean the dancing) at 
this theatre. ‘I'he ballet is filled up 
with the firft dancers in the world, 
and the fpectacle is moft flriking and 
ot meses The price of admiffion 
to the firft boxes is 5s. tod. part of 
which (about tod.) is allotted to the 
poor. ‘I'he finging is far inferior to 
our opera, anditis to be lamented, 
that, intheir ardour for the advance- 
ment of the arts, the French fhould 
have neglected to purify their tafte bY 
an importation from the Italian fchoo!: 
Nothing can be worfe than the ftyle 
of finging which ufed to characterize 
and ftill continues to mark, the French 
fchool, This cannot be faid of their 
inftrumental mufic ; for in that 
branch of the art they are very far ad- 
vanced, it f may except the piano- 
forte, which isan inftrument very im- 
pertectly underftood at Paris: The 
~ April, 1801, 
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manufacture of that inftrument is 
much inarrear. Mr. Pleyel told me 
that he could eafily fell a good inftru- 
ment of Clementi’s or Broadwood’s 
manufacture for more than 100 
louis. 

Dancing.—Dancing (iff may be 
allowed to fay fo) is the ftaple art of 
France. It is juft as neceflary and as 
general an accomplifhment as writing 
or reading. Iremember fecing the 
crew of a privateer, which was lying 
in Calais harbour, amufe themfelves 
on board the fhip in teaching each 
other to dance: and onthe 14th of 
July, the Champs Elyfees were filled 
with dancing-groupes, fome of thena 
which would not have difgraced the 
opera. 

Price of provifions.—At the Table 
d’ Hote, 1 heard fome perfons fay that 
meat was 14d.a pound, and others 
that ic was 2d.a pound in their ref- 
pective provinces I did not find it fo 
cheap any where ; but I remember 
having been fhewn by an Englith 
lanclady at Boulogne a quarter of 
remarkable fine mutton, which he 
faid coft 34d. a pound: at Calais it 
is fomewhat dearer—about 4d. fowls 
are from 6d. to gd. a piece; eggs 
three a penny; butter about 64d. ; 
bread about r4d.a pound. — 

In the beginning of September I 
teft Paris, having obtaineda paflport 
from the minifter of police, enablin 
me to make the tour of Holland, and 
to return by way of Calais. Many 
of my French acquaintance Were a- 
mazed at my rafhnefs in Venturing to 
make fuch a requeft at a‘ timé whea 
the journals were filled with accounts 
of debarkations from the Englith 
fleets on the coaft of Flanders, cir- 
cumftances which would ‘nattrally 
excite fome fufpicions of my views. 
I’ was not deterred by the feeming dif- 
ficulty of the attempt ; and ina few 
days, through the interceflion of ba- 
ron Sandox, [ obtained the paffport 
which I folicited. t accordingly took 
my paffage in the litth Diligence, 
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which leaves Paris every day at 
two in the afternoon. My aie 
did not appear much calculated for 
expedition ; but in that refpect it at 
leaft equalled my expectations. We 
were about forty-eight hours on the 
road, including a few hours (from 
eleven to five) whiel: were allowed 
for repofe at Arras. ‘The public car- 
riages throughout France are in ge- 
heral better conducted than they were 
in formertimes ; and, | may add, 
their horfes. which are of the fhort 
tiff kind, areremarkably well kept. 
The roads as far as Arras were very 
good ; but from that place to Cour- 
tray they are almoft impaffable : the 
dive& and ordinary road from Paris 
to Bruxelles is quite fo; and it is a 
general eomplaint throughout the re- 
public, that the roads are worfe and 
the tolls higher than they were ever 
known before. 

Lifle—I ftaid here but twelve 
hours, and confequently had no op- 
portunity of feeing much, ‘The town 
efpecially the churches, have heen 
confiderably damaged by the fiege. 

The country from Courtray to 
Bruxelles is a perfect parden.—Al- 
though quite flat, it prefents a moft 
interefting picture of fertility and cul- 
tivation. I wastold the hatvett of 
laft fummer was fo abundant, that 
moft ofthe nch farmers had deter- 
mined to wait the moment of peace, 
and notto fell atthe low price of about 
34s. a quarter, or from that to 38s. 
which was then the common price all 
over Ffance, 

Bruxelles.—I had heard much of 
the elegance and beauty of this place, 
but muft confefs it far exceeded any 
expectations Lhadformed. I rejoice 
to think ehat the Vandalifm, which 
in many places has done fo much 
mifchief, has not extended its ravages 
to the ariftocrauic part (if L may be 
allowed the Gallicifm) of this charm- 
ing metropolis. ‘The park ftill enjoys 
its wonted beauties, at leaft as far as 
concerns the mere buildings. But, 


% 
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alas! nearly one half of the houfes are 
empty! Moft of the churches (ng 
excepting St. Gudule) have been ftrj 
ped of their internal decoratious. ‘ 
I happened to be here on a Sunday, [ 
took every opportunity of attendin 
their public worfhip. The churches 
were moft of them much erowded; 
and I believe that few meafures of Bo. 
Naparte’s government have given 
more general joy than the freedom of 
worfhip which it has eftablithed. 

Antwerf.—I had only juft time 
enough to walk through the town, 
amd to afk a few queftions about its 
trade, which I was told, has increafed 
moft rapidly of late. They were a 
that time much alarmed, left the Ba- 
tavian directory fhould influence the 
French government to fhut up the 
Scheld again; but on my return they 
feemed more tranquil on that fub- 
ject. : 

The Cathedral.—This beautitul and 
elegant building has been robbed of 
its richeft orfaments—I mean the 
paintings of Rubens—-which are all 
placed in the Louvre gallery. The 
walls are not mych, if at all, injured ; 
notwithftanding which thirty or forty 


men were: at work m paving and 


beautifying the body of the church. 

I travelled from Antwerp to Rot- 
terdam ina public carriage, which 
pafles every day fromthe one place 
to the other. he fare was eleven 
florins—The diftance about fixty 
mules. 

Hague.—This is allowed to be one 
of the moft elegant towns in Europe. 
The buildings appear to be in the 
fame ftate as they were before the 
war. I attended a debate of the Ba- 
tavian fenate. It was held in an 
apartment of the Stadtholder’s palace, 
which is fitted up with a good deal of 
elegance, as wellas attention to the 
accommodation of the members and 
the public. I afterwards went to the 
Maifon de Bois, the country refadence 
of the late Stadtholder. It is in perfect 
repair; andido not believe that a 
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fingle picture of this valuable callecti- 
on has been removed or difplaced. 

Amfterdam.— | need fcarcely ob- 
ferve that commerce, the foul of eve- 
ry thing that 1s either gay or intereft- 
ing at this place, 1s Now nearly at a 
fand. Ibelicve there are but few 
countries where diftrefs is fo generally 
felt as in this. 

I muft now apologize for fo long 
atrial of my reader’s patience, an 
entreat him to believe that thefe ob- 
fervations were communicated to the 
public with no other view than that 
of ftating in as fhort a manner as pof- 
fible a few points relative to a-coun- 


try which cannot fail to excite a lively 


intereft inthe minds of Englifhmen. 
I was reftrained both by motives of 
prudence and honour from pufhing 
my inquiries toa degree of munute- 
nefs that was indifpenfably neceflary 
to qualify me forthe compofition ofa 
journal. 

[ leave my reader to his own con- 
jectures upon the faéts which [ have 
ftated, Perhaps, inthe language of 
a promifing young ftatefman, they 
may be faid ‘ to fpeak for themfelves.’ 
I cannot but lament the fhormefs of 
my flay, and regret that [ was mg¢re- 
ly permitted to * fee the land of Pro- 
mife.’

bed with falt. - They are then again 
cleaned, f{prinkled with bay or rock 
falt, (in preference to the common 
falt) if this can be had, and put into 
a cafk by layers, and over each layer 
of fifh and falt is to be poured a quai. 
tity of pickle made in the following 
manner ; take fixteen ounces of com- 
mon falt, four ounces of faltpetre, 
from two to four pounds of molafles 
ortreacle, andone gallon of water. 
Heat the whole over a fire till the falt 
are diffolved, and the whole made in- 
toan uniform liquor. Spring-water 
is preferable to river-water, where it 
can be had, but river water will do.— 
A vacant fpace is to be left over the 
top layer of fifth, which is to be filled 
up with the molaffes pickle, and the 
—— of the cafk then put on very 
tight. In pickling fprats, as the catks 
fe hold more than about ten f 
lons, a fpace of about an inch will k 
fufficient to leave over the top of the 
fith to be filled with the pickle. ‘The 
fith are to remain in the cafk at leaf’ 
two months, and after that time they 
may be taken out for eating, or fot 
{moaking and drying. Sprats It 
uire rather more falting and pickling 
than herrings. The patentee adds, 
that fine fugar would anfwer the pul 
pofe better, but would hardly anfwet 
in point of expence. ‘This fweet

ferftood without a reference to the 
drawing) the following is the princi- 
ple‘adopted. In common gun-locks 
itis well known that the hammer (or 
that parton which the flint ftrikes) 
is placed directly over the pan which 
it covers when the pan is fhut, and 
thus protects it from wind and wet. 
As this, however, is not always a 
compleat protection, the patentee has 
contrived another method. ‘The ham- 
mer is nearly of the ufual form, but 
inftead of the common plain fcrew 
pin round which it revolves, and 
which attaches it to the ftock, the in- 
ventor ufes.a very large pin, of fuf- 
ficient dimenfions to allow of its be- 
ing hollowed out and perforated, and 
in this axis of the hammer he places 
the pan to contain the priming and to 
communicate the fire to the chamber 
of the piece. ‘This large pin ferves 
therefore both to contain the pan and 
fix the hammer to the ftock, by means 
of a fomewhat conical male {crew at 
one extremity, which enters a core 
ref{ponding female {crew in the ftock, 
The hammer is fcooped out at the 
lower part, in order exactly to fit the 
cayity of the pan ihe above-menti- 
oned pin or axis: and two cavities are 
expofed by the falling of the hammer 
when ftruck by the flint. That part 
of the large pin which is to the outfide 
and when the pin is fcrewed home to 
the ftock does not proje& at all be- 
yond the eye of the hammer, is fe- 
cured from wet by- another {mall 





fcrew, which exactly fits the eye, 
and 
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and thus entirely fhuts up the pin.— 
‘The pin is perforated through the cen- 
tre, which perforation reaches from 
the pan which it enters, to the end of 
the {crew thatenters the ftock, and 
thus the fire from the priming is con- 
veyed through the centre of the pin 
into the breech of the piece. To pre- 
vent the hammer-from falling too far 
back when ftruck by the flint, a 
{mall projection is made at the lower 
part, which catches upon a falfe bot- 
tom beneath, in the fame manner as 
with the common gunlocks, The 
patentee alfo makes fome alteration 
in the chamber of the piece, which 
is to narrow the bore a little beyond 
the powder chamber, in order that 
the ram-rod may notquite reach the 
bottom of the piece, and thus to pre- 
vent the powder being much preiled by 
ramming, which will make it be light- 
er, and as he conceives, will caufe 
the explofion to be more initantane- 
ous and powertul.

RTIFICE, prevarication, and 
concealment of thetruth, even 
when employed from apparently al- 
lowable motives, and not to promote 
or difguife vicious intentions, are 
commonly found to involve thofe prac- 
tifing them in unexpected perplexities ;

vate orders not to fuffer him to dire 
his courfe eaftward, left he fhould 


vifit the Portuguefe fettlements, of 


which the king was  fufpicious. 
When, therefore, he found that they 
conducted him through different fmall 
towns and villages, on the northern 
line, he watched an opportunity to 
elude their vigilance, in order to gra- 
tify his own imclinations, But after 
thefe guards, rather than guides, re- 
turned home, he was confided to the 
care of a meflenger, fent with him 
by the judge of a village within the 
faine territory, but nearly on its con- 
fines. 
charge, pointed out to him at a dif- 
tanee the path he muft take to pur- 
fue his intended route, but at the fame 
time informed him of the great dan- 
per and difficulty of attempting to ex- 
plore it, as itlay befween two fharp- 
pointed mountains, and defcended in- 
to a hollow, which he called the neft 
of ferpents, being the refort of a 
prodigious multitude of thefe reptiles, 
who fought their food in the fur- 
rounding regions. He afterwards 
learnt the bett method of taking and 
killing thefe dangerous creatures, 
which he deferibes. 

On the sth of June, 1786, Dam- 
berger was left alone to continue his 
journey, his conductor having left 
him ;, but having narrowly efcaped 
mifling a village, on the frontier of 
the old kingdom ot Loango, which 
lay hid among a number ot hills, he 
fuffered a good-natured woman, who 
was picking up flicks, to thew him 
the way and conduct him to -the 
judge, who reprefented to him ‘the 
impoffibility of travelling through 
fome of the adjacent wild and cruel 
nations, without being in dangef of 
lofing his lite. Not difheartened, 
however, by any infinuations of per- 
fons whom he contidered as*partal 
informers, he only made ufe of the 
judge’s advice fo far as to collect from 


him in what manner he might beit 


provide for his fafety, making par- 


This man, lefs ftri@t in his 


ticular inquiries refpeCting the tog 
leading to thecity of Aalemba, which 
his laft conductor had defcribed tg 
him as fpacious and well-built. The 
refult of their converfation was, hig

On thew arrival at Malemba, an 
officer came to them, who put near: 


ly the fame interrogatories to them as 


are made at almoft all the great towns - 
in Germany ; then, leaving our tra 
veller under a guard of three men, 
he took the guide along with him, to 
examine him apart, who returning 
foon after, took leave of our tra- 
veller, and was conduéted, on his 
way home, to the extremity of the 
fuburbs by another guard. T 
now prefented to their vifitor plumbs, 
apples, and a portion of milk and 
meal, leaving him to enjoy repofe'in 
the hut,- which ferved for a guard 
houfe, till the hext morning, when 
the king, who hed been informed of 
his arrival, fent for him, and inter- 
rogated him in a very fenfible manner, | 
and concluded with this fentencé: ‘1 
will Keep thee till fome fhip arrives 
that may convey thee to thy friends.” 
‘The officer was then commanded to- 
take him back to the guard houfe, 
and to furnifh him with clothes. He 
was now dreffed like the bady-guard, - 
in a blue fhort cloak reaching down 
to the hams, a fhort’apron, and 4 
piece of cotton to wind about his head 
asaturban. Being conducted again 
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king, he was gracioufly pleaf- 

p aghcs him to the office of at- 
rendant on his pack-buffaloes, . in 


which it was his bufinefs to load them. 
Id this employment he continued 


three months. 


Malemba was formerly the capital 
only of a petty principality. The 
lat of ite native princes formed an 
alliance with the Zogoreans,. a nation 
tributary to the kitigs of Angola, in 
the defign of making himflelf king 
of both nations, and of ufurping 
other territories*from his neighbours ; 
but he was defeated by the king of 
Cacongo, taken prifoner, and depriv- 
ed of his dominions. Malemba was 
then added to the kingdom of Cacon- 
g0, and fo remains. The trade of 
Malemba is extremely advantageous 
to the Europeans ; as, for the mereft 
tries, fuch as fhells, bits of iron, 
beads, coarfe cloth, linen, cotton, 
and badly manufactured arms, they 
frequently get in return the beft {kins, 
and furs in great quantities. 

The king’s ftanding army coniifts 
of between ten and twelve thoufand 
men, who canat any time be brought 
together in the fpace of forty-eight 
hours. He is a good foldier, and 
his pride is not lefs confpicuous. than 
his bravery. When he goes abroad, 
he is ufually attended by four of his 
minilters, x. are at the fame time 
oficers, and twelve men of his body- 
guard. When he gives audience, all 
prefent muft fall on their knees: he 
has twenty wives,,whovare treated 
in a very flavifh manner, being rare- 
1 allowed to appear in public ; but 

eir fons are appointed officers at a 
veryearly period. In war time, on- 
ly the officers receive pay and provifi- 
ons from the king ; but the common 
foldiers muft provide for their own 
fubfiftence : they therefore generally 
take their wives with them to procure 
victuals. 7 

The city contains feven humdred 
buts and houfes, three firait principal 
flicets, and two crofs ftreets, of

which the koffa, or commercial ftreet, 
is the handfomeft and moft. frequent- 
ed. In this the market is frequent! 
held, as the Portuguefe and Dutch 
merchants have in it their compting- 
houfes and warehoufes., Each of the 
main ftreets has two gates, having a 
watch of twenty men, to fee that no 
body may bring victuals, goods, and 
the like, into the town, without pre- 
vioufly having paid a fort of tol’, 
finilar to that paid under the name of 
accife in Germany. ‘To the markets 
of this town are brought from the 
whole country round, ivory and raw 
minerals, which are either fold or 
bartered for European commodities. 
The Chriftians that trade hither are 
obliged to pay a tax of five per cent. 
[n a bargain between the king and 
the mafter ofa Dutch fhip, Damiser- 
ger perceived that the Dutchman 
wanted to overreach the king, by de- 
manding thirty elephants teeth for 
fandry articles, which he thought de-~ 
ferved only ten. ‘The king, at firft, 
grew angry, butat length permitted 
our traveller to finifh the butineds, 
when, having obtained the Dutch- 
man’s commodities for the ten teeth, 
his majefty wasfo well pleafed, that 
he promoted him to the rank of bein 
his free fervant to attend on his perfon 
inflead of the buffaloes. But a re- 
verfe of fortune foon took place; for 
the Evanga, one of theking’s minif- 
ters, who was jealous ef the favours 
beftowed on him, ashe was now of 
the hunting parties, contrived to get 
him difgraced and feverely punithed, 
ona falfe accufation of his having 
privately vifited that part of the pa- 
lace where the king’s wives were thue 
up. The ftory of his fufferings in 
prifon is affecting. At léngth, after 
feven. weeks confinement and the 
moft cruel treatment, he was brought 
before the king, when he endeavour- 
ed to jultify his condudl, and to re- 
tort the charge upon: the Evanga, but 
mn vain: for the umm ary tral ended 
with his being ordrel to make a 
ke journey 
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journey with the flaves, to fetch ele- 
whants teeth. On the 12th of Odto- 
iser they left Malemba, and arrived 
the third day at the place where they 
Were to pitch their tents: it was on 
the frontiers of the country of the 
Yaganefe, who do not permit their 
neighbours to fearch for teeth in their 
territories. One of Damberger’s 
companions, difcovering a fire at fome 
diftance, informed him it was proba- 
ble that fome Yaganefe were encamp- 
ed round it, who muft not know of 
their arrival. Of this hint he availed 
hitnfelf, to accomplifh a fecret defign 
to free himfelf from his ftate of flave- 
ry to the Malembanefe monarch, 
which he carried into execution by 
running away whilft the guards were 
afleep. 

The Yaganefe received him kindly, 
thanked him for his information, and 
prepared to refent the injury and infult 
offered to therr nation, by another 
people coming to hunt and feek for 
teeth on their confines. 

The hiftory and defeription of the 
Yaganefe, their manners, cuftoms, 
and way of life; an account of the 
fighting buffaloes, and of the water 
bags made of the entrails of the ele- 
phant; of the author’s journey over 
the Zkaft mountains to the frontier 
town of Va/hola in the territory of 
Mugaxior Minto, his pafling through 
thick forefts and other mountains to 
Moankam, the capital of the kingdom 
of Mafli; from thence to the king- 
dom of Momegia ; tothe lake and 
town of Zambre ; acrofs the Acmahe 
mountains, through fundry villages 
to the laft in the kingdom of A/one- 
muga ; are the fubjects of ‘the fecond 
chapter. The various incidents of 
the journey, the account of the reli- 

ion, manners, and cuftoms of the 
onw@mugians, and of the different 
reception he met with in his progrefs, 
furnifh a comfiderable fund of infor- 
mation and amutement. 

Chapter XIII. opens with our tra- 

veller’s arrival at the fronticr huts of

the Moohatans, where he is detaing) 


under adverfe circumftances, by the 
rainy feafon ; he fets out with fome 
buffalo drivers, croffes the river Dry. 
ma, parts from his companions, come 
to the Mophanians, who dwell ip 
caves, and is well received by their 
king, of whofe religion, government, 
&c. he gives a curious relation. Here 
he firft forms a defign to travel witha 
caravan to Guinea, and from ‘hence 
to take his departure for Europe: but 
this plan is afterwards given up, He 
afcends the Moon mountains ; and, 
in chapter IV. comes among the Vo. 
mahanians, croffes Dahamta, north. 
ward of the kingdom of V ohyagtam, 
meets with a travelling party of fiee. 
bootering negroes, avith whom he 
travels as far as the huts of Bahahara 
to Vangara. Falling fick on the road, 
he is obliged to return to Bahahara, 
the capital of the king, whe employs 
hima fhort time as a flave, but oh. 
tains his liberty by repairing the king’s 
fire-arms, andtravels in his fuit to 
Kahoratho. From thence we find him 
in chapter V. entering the kingdom 
of Haouffa, where he is ill treated by 
the Samtygoetys,:a piratical natton ; 
but one of the natives attaching him- 
felf to him, conducts him over the 
river Gumbura, or Niger. Arrived 
at Haouffa, the capital, he was car- 
ried before the king, to whom from 
his journal he read fuch parts of his 
travels as might convince him that 
he was not a fpy, and at the. fame 
time gratify his curiofity : he appear- 
ed to be highly enteftained, and or- 
dered the interpreter to write down 
the moft remarkable occurrences on 
a piece of wood. Meat and drink 
was then fet before our traveller : he

went out of thetown. Having afk- 
ked permiffion one day from the king 
to vifit the environs of the town, it 
was immediately gramted, but he was 
commanded to return into town bY 
funfet. ‘Though provided with a pats 
to fecure him from all moleftation, 
confifting of a piece of wood, en- 

raved with the royal arms, viz. a 

ifticer, three men fuddenly rufhed 
out of the village of Vohafua, while 
he was looking about him, and pre- 
tending to take him for a deferter, dif- 
mounted, tied his hands together, gave 
him repeated ftrokes with their fabres, 
and fufpending him between two of 
their horfes, hurried him along into 
the town, and took him tothe King, 
who expreffed his furprife at this pro- 
ceeding ; but one of the men perfift- 
ed in hisaccufation, that the ftanger 
was found behind the village, going 
toleave the kingdom. Damberger 
attempted to juftify himfelf; but, af- 
ter a very patient hearing of both 
parties, he was fent to prifon, and his 
acculer was ordered to rermain in the 
palace, to be prefent at his punith- 
ment the next day.

He now petitioned the king to let 
him depart, but he refufed, telling him , 
it was his duty todo as he command- 
edhim, and promifing at the ‘fame 
time to promote him to a higher office, 
if he would remain with him. See- 
ing no prefent profpect of efcaping, 
he fubmitted’ to his fate, employed 
himfelf when not on duty in carving 
toys, or in ftrolling about the town 
to procure information concerning 
the neighbouring nations, from amer- 
chant, with whom he made acquaint~ 
ance, he learned, that at two feveral 
times caravans from the Weftern 
Barbary had paffed through the town, 
and he got from one of this man’s 
flaves an exact account of the march 
route into the Greater.

Our ambaffador, laden with 
kindneffes and prefents, returned home 
attended by a numerous efcort, where 
he experienced the moft flattering re- 
ception from his fovereign. Every 
one admired his addrefs and prefence 
of mind, in extricating himfeif froin 
fo unpleafant a fituation ; and finall 
he received the moft honourable lift 
tinction, and arrived at the higheft 
offices of the ftate; while his rival, 
notwithftanding his profound learning 
was totally neglected, and funk into 
an obicurity from which his labori- 
ous works will never refcue him. 

In aétive life, penetration and good 
fenfe are of more value than profound 
erudition.

Some plants of Lemna 
minor (common duck’s-meat) were 
collected from a pond in July 1797,° 
dried for four or five hours in the fun, 
and preferved in a fmall box, to the 
end of March, 1800; they were 
then placed ina glafs jar with water, 
and not only revived, but flowered in 
the following Augult. 

Although: it is generally imagined 
that trees are infallibly killed by firip- 
ping them of their bark, yet it would 
appear from the practice of fome New 
York farmers, and from experiments 
by dr. Mitchill, that apple trees may 
be decorticated with impunity in the 
middle of fummer. By this operati- 
on, according to‘the American far- 
mers, the trees are made young again, 
probably by removal of the infects 
which harbour under the old bark.— 
A tree peeled by dr. Mitchill, in the 
fummer of 1798, remained uninjur- 
ed by the fucceeding, winter, though 
avery fevere one. Another, which 
was {tripped in June 1798, had com- 
pletely reproduced its bark before Sep- 
tember, while a large crop otf fruit 
it was bearing at the time, did not ap- 
pear to be in the {malleft degree injur- 
ec}, 

Some fpecimens of auriferous py- 
rites have been difcovered in Virginia, 
from ten penny-weights of which 
three grains of perfectly pure gold 
are faid to have been extraét- 
ed.”’ | 

Oxyd of manganefe hasalfo been 
difcovered in abundance inthe coun- 
try of Albemarle, and from the fame 
place fpecimens of liverftone, a va- 
riety of barofelenite have been pro- 
cured.

C. Mongez has prefented to the in- 
fitute a curious memoir on the ha- 
rangues of antient hiftorians, and 
afcribed to particular orators and ge- 
nerals ; and on the means which the 
antients took to increafe the effect of 
the voice in theatres. In anfwer to 
the queftion which hasoften been put 
whether the orators and generals real- 
ly pronounced the fpeeches which 
ftand in their names—whether thefe 
orations were diftinétly heard by all 
the citizens and feéldiers afflembled—- 
and-whethor the actors, on the vatt 
theatres of the Romans, could be 
heard by all the f{pectators—the au- 
thor endeavours to fubjeét to accurate 
calculation the extent to which th 
human voice may be heard both in the 
open ground, and in a fpace enclofed 
by circular walls. Experiments were 
made to this purpofe by a commiflion 
of the inftitute in the champ de Mars, 
from which it may be concluded. that 
a public fpeaker, when quite in the 
open air, unconfined by walls, can- 
not be diftinétly heard further than 
over ap area of 1458 fquare metres 
(1620 yards Englith.) ‘l’o determine 
the number of men which this fpace 
can contain, Mongez takes as a bafis 
the {pace allowed to each individual 
in the Macedonian phalanx or Ro- 
man a when under arms, as gi- 
ven by Polybius ; and making allow- 
ance forthe greater clofenefs - of an 
Unarmed afembly, he fixes the num- 
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ber requifite to fill the fpaceat 7,290; 
but again deducting the fpace occu- 
pied by the roftrum and contiguous to 
the fpeaker, he limits this number to 
6,500. Inapplying thefe data to the 
forum at Rome, which according to 
Danville contained 20,c0o fquare 
toifes, it will be found that the num- 
ber of Roman citizens capable of 
hearing the orator in the roftrum, 
would belittle more than a fiftieth | of 
that which the forum would contain. 
A well known faét in the Roman hif- 
tory fupports this. ‘The tribune, 
Tiberius Gracchus, having afcended 
the capitol with his friends, learnt that 
his life was threatened by the patrici- 
ans. He apprifed thofe who furround- 


-ed him of this circumftance, and with 


his hand madea gefture to that pur- 
pofe. ‘The fpeciators who were too 
far tohearhim, thought that he de- 
manded thecrown to be put on his 
head, and the fenators took advantage 
of this miftake and had him affath- 
nated. Xenophon, in the famous re- 
treat of the 10,000, only command- 
ed in general about 8000; from 
which when thearmy was harangued, 
muft be deducted thofe who guarded 
the camp. . So that he {eldom addreff- 
ed more than 7000, a number not too 
many to hear together a {peech 
made in the open air. Czefar often 
cominanded immediately only a fingle 
legion, or about 5600 men. But on 
pafling the Rubicon, when, on ad- 
dreffing the whole army, he told thera 
that he would facrifice every thing to 
reftorerothem their tribunes, even the 
ring on his finger, which he fhewed 
to them, the Fiftant {pectators, who 
were too far off to hear him, un- 
derftood by this gefture that he pro- 
mifed to each of them wealth enough 
to enter into the equeftrian order and 
to bear the ring, the claracteriftic 
badge of theorder.

An Account of the Inoculation of the 
late Empre/s and prefent Emperor 
of Ruff, for the Smail Pox, by 
the late Baron Dinfdale. 


T feems that St. Peterfburgh, not- 
] withftanding the greateft precau- 
tions are taken, is fcarcely ever free 
from the fmall-pox, which © proves 
extremely defiructive. ‘The fatality 
of the difeafe in the cafe of a beau- 
tiful young lady oe to the 
court alarmed the emprefs for her 
own and her fon’s fafety, and induced 
her to fend to England for a proper 
perfon who might inoculate herteif 


and the grand duke, and introduce 
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that falutary practice among her fy, 
jects. 7 
In July 1768, dr. Dimfdale wa 
applied to for this purpofe by My 
Poufchin, the Rufhan minifter, agg 
fet out foon afterwards for St. Peter. 
burgh, accompanied -by his fon. 
On the day after his arrival he waite 
on the minifter, count Panin, who 
with great good fenfe. pointed out ty 
him the importance of the office he 
was called to perform, and begged of 
him to weigh it properly before he en. 
ga in it. He recommended itty 
um to be with her majefty and the 
grand duke as much as poflible, ip 
order to make his obfervations, and 
to ftudy their conflitutions, and con. 
cluded with this falutary admonition; 
‘¢ Let us not be too precipitate ; but, 
when every circumitance has beeq 
duly-.attended to, report your opinion 
freely, and depend on this, that if 


you fhould deem the operation ha | 
zardous and advife againtt it, we thall 


think ourfelves equally obliged to you; 
nor willthe acknowledgments on ac.

leaft doubt of the general fuccefs had 
remained, that precaution might be 
neceflary ; but, as {he was well fa- 
tished in both particulars, there would 
beno occafion .for delay on any ac- 
count.”

he propofed that they fhould be ino- 
culated a fecond time, in the old man- 
ner, by a long incifion, as practifed 
by dr.

Peterfburgh, who had affifted in thefe 
experiments. This propofal, wor 
approved by the emprefs, was carn 
into execution ; and the refult was, 
that not the leaft fymptom of infec- 
tion was produced: but her imperial 
majefty, being already fixed in her 
refolution, did nct wait the iflue of 
this fecond trial, but was moculated 
privately in each arm on the 12th of 
Otoher. On the 14th of Odtober 
certain figns of infection appeared in 
the places of incifion. On the 18th 
fhe was attacked with fymptoms of 
the eruptive fever, which continued 
till the 21{t, when fome puftules ap- 
peared on her face and arms. 
On the 23d fhe complained of 
a forenefs in her throat, which 
was occafioned by a large puftule on 
the upper part of the right tonfil. On 
the 28th of the fame month fhe re- 
turned from Czars-coe Selo to St. 
Peterfburgh in perfect health. 

‘The inoculation of the grand duke, 
which had been poftponed for a fhort 
time on account of his being feized 
with the chicken-pox, was now re- 
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fumed. Ina memorial, dr. D. om

Anecdotes of the Family of the Gren- 
villes, in Mauritius, or the Ifle of 
France. [From Baron Grant’s 
fiftory of that Ifland, principally 
in Letters. ] 


: op following curious hiftory is 
n 


in Jetter VI. 
this letter I {hall change my for- 
mer fubject, and pafs from the hifto- 
ty of agriculture and the. employ- 
ments of a country life, to confider 
occupations of the town. My 
unclehas a houfe here, which we 
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fometimes vifit, particularly to enjoy 
the fociety of M. de Grenville and his 
interefting family.. He haslong been 
my uncle's intimate friend, and is be- 
come mine. Itisfromhim and M. 
de la Bourdonnais, that I receive eve- 
ry information neceflary for me to 
poffefs in this country. 

M. de Grenville, is of an ancient, 
noble, and illuftriousfamily of Nor- 
mandy, where thereare feveral burghs 
and eftates which bear his name, ané 
a branch which pafled into England, 
with William the conqueror, in 1066, 
where it now poffeffes very. extenfive 
poffefhions. and high dignities. 

This gentleman is an old officer, 
who has.ferved with honour both in 
Brance and India; ahd may, with 
great truth, be reprefented as fuperi- 
or to the generality of mankind, 
from his underftanding, hisknowledge, . 
and the qualities of his character. He 
is diftinguifhed here by the title of the 
philofopher, and he a it: for 
in the moft elevating fenfe of the ex- 
preflion, he isa lover of wifdom. In 
the early part of his life, vivacity of 
his temper, heightened by the milita- 
ry {pirit of that period, engaged him 
in frequent affairs of honour; and 
the laft taking place with a nobleman 
in the fervice of the court, in the 
garden of Verfailles, and under the 
very windows of the king’sapartment, 
it Nonatoeed the moft ferious confe- 
quences. ButM.de Moupou, then 
high in office, to whom he was relat- 
ed, perfuaded him to quit the king- 
dom, and procured him a paca 
on in India, where he ferved with 
diftinétion. 

If it were confiftent with the ob- 
jects of this work, it would be a de- 
lightful circumftance to dwell on the 
virtues and extraordinary qualities of 
this family. Imuft, however, con- 
fine myieif to one of them, M. Gren- 
ville de FKorval, the fecond fon of M. 
de Grenville. Some events relative 
to him are fo connected with the 
manners of thefe iflands, (Mauritius, 
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Bourbon, &c.) and fo remarkable in 
themfelves, thatthey will at the fame 
time heichten the intereft, as well'as 
add to the information of this work. 

In thefe itlands there is not a fingle 
example of a deformed or crooked 
fhape, which muft arife from the na- 
tural and unreftrained mode of edu- 
cation which prevails there. To thefe 
advantages, Forval united a martial 
air, blended with a flight appearance 
of feverity, and anapproved courage, 
to the moft noble and generous fenti- 
ments that are found in the human 
breaft. 

‘The want of flaves in our colonies, 
renders expeditions neceflary in order 
to procurethem. Veflels, therefore, 
are equipped for the coafts of Africa 
and Madagafcar, anda certain: body 
of troops are fent with them, to fa- 
vour or fupport the objects of  thefe 
voyages. 

Forval was ordered to command a 
detachment on a fervice of this na- 
ture, omthe coaft of Madagafcar ; 
and being arrived on the eaftern fide 
of it, he difembarked his people, and 
encamped them ona fmall ifland of 
St, Mary, called by the natives, Tbra- 
him, which is feparated only from the 
principal ifland by a very narrow 
ftraif. Here the communications 
took place between the perfons en- 
gaged in this expedition, and one of 
the petty princes of Madagafcar ;— 
relative to the objects of this voy- 
ape. 

Forval, however, was fo entirely 
convinced of the good difpofition of 
the people with whom he treated that 
he yielded to the friendly folicitations 
of the king, to remain among them, 
and accordingly ordered fome tents, 
and a {mall number of foldiers, to re- 
move from the little ifland to the op- 
polite coaft. The king who was 
called Adnan Baba, loaded him’ with 
éareffes ; and having fhown him his 
herd of cattle, demanded, in the pride 
of his heart, if the king of France was 
fo great as him. : 
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Forval, therefore, confidered hig, | 
felf asin a flate of perfeé fecurity 
and having eritered into his ‘tent, ig 
order to pats the night, he receive) 
an unexpected vifit from a moft beay, | 
ful woman, a native of the ifland, * 
who, after a fhort compliment of apo.

with her blood. Peter the firft, was 
then engaged in one of his journigs, 
Hisfon, having every reafon to be. 
lieve that his unfortunate princeg 
would not recover, fet off immedi. 
ately for his country-houfe. 

The countefs of Konifmarck, mo 
ther of marfhal de Saxe, attended op 
the princefswhen fhe was brov 
to bed of a dead child, and nurfed her 
with unceating care. Being fenfible, 
however, if the princefs recovered, 


that fhe would perifh, fooner or la 


er, from the brutal nature of th 
czarovitz, formed a plan to gain over 
the women belonging to the princes, 
to declare that fhe and her infant were 
both dead.—The czarovitz accor 
ingly ordered her to be interred with.

They had lived ten years in this 
happy ftate of mediocrity, when 
D’ Auband was attacked with a dil- 
order, which rendered a chirurgical 
operation neceflary, and his wife, 
alarmed at his danger, infifted that it 
fhould be performed at Paris, ‘Chey 
accordingly fold their habitation, and 
cubated in the firft veffel that failed 
for France, On their arrival, D’Au- 
band was attended by the moft fkilful 
furgeons; and till his cure was com- 
pleted, his wife never quitted him 
for amoment, nor fuftered any other 
perfon to perform the tender ofhces, 
which were neceflary in his fituation:

On his recovery, 
D’ Auband, in order to fecure her the 
little fortune which he poffeffed, foli- 
cited ffom the Kaft India company, an 
employment in the fle of Bourbon, 
where he was appointed major.

accompany her to a more : retired part 
of the garden, where the acknow- 
ledged -herfelf, and, after having re- 
quefted his entire fecrecy, invited him 
to fee her at her own habitation, 
where fhe would inform him of every 
thing which concerned her. 

On the following day, marfhal de 
Saxe paid her a vilit, and heard the 
recital of her adventures, as well as 
the fhare which the countefs of Ko- 
nifmarck, his mother, had in them.

ment to refufe thefe conditions, ap 
remained with her hufband till the 
year 1747, when he died,

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of grain from America, if it could be obtained in 
no European port. For whatever the price might 
be it would at leaft be a confolation to the coun~ 
try, under the misfortune of an unufual (carcity 
at home, to know that an ample fupply was to be 
imported from abroad, and that no caufe woeld 
exift for apprehenfions of famine, while care 
was taken that provifions enough were adtually 
within the country. It was cuftomary in Enge 
land to import large quantities of Indian corn, 
which was cheap, and anexcremely ufeful and nu- 
tritious article of food; vaft quanticies of rice 
were imported into Great Britain and formed « 
very confiderable portion of the provifion of the 
country. ‘The voyage to America and back could 
be performed in four months, and confequenthy 
arrive here with a fupply in the months of June 
and July, the very feafon of the year when pros 
vifions were moft fearce and dear; befides rhe 
very knowledge that meafures were addpted by 
government to procure a fpeedy and ample fup- 
ply from foreign fources, would be the means of 
checking the avidity for monepoly and of open- 
ing the flores of thofe who bought up and hoard« 
ed provifions with a view to profit by extortion 
on public neceffity. On this fubjeét he thoughe 
there was not an hour to be loit; the hoofe 
might immediately vote an addrefs to his excellen= 
Cy, praying him to iflue his proclamation forth- 
with, offering any bounty his dileretion thould 
fugge(t, and affurtng his excelleney the houfe 
would make good the fame. He underftuod there 
were merchants enough who would be ready to 
proceed initantly on the affurance of proper en- 
couragement, and even a day would be of im- 
portance im relieving the public mind from any 
apprehenfions on the fcore of fcarcuty in provi- 
ligns. 

Lord Ciflereagh faid, if the hon. baronet had 
attended the commmictee as feduloufly as he had, 
be woulu have found the meafure he propofed had 
tot elcaped their atteation 3; when they fthoul@® 
have gone through their enquiry, and made their 
final report to the houfe, would be time enough 
for the adoption of any meature thought necef- 
fiery. an 

Mr. fpeaker was againit the precipitancy of 
ftupping ‘he diftilleries at once. Ic had been uni~ 
formly his principle, in all competition between 
the brewers and diitiilers, to give decided prefer- 
ence to thé former. It appeared, however, to’ 
the committee On this fubject, that there was a 
quantity of malt already made on hands confide- 
rably beyond the confumprion of the brewers, 
and tnerefore it would be neceffary to allow the 
diftillersto work off the redundancy. However, 
another confiieration obvious for attention, and 
materiatly interéting to the future exiftence of 
the diftilleries, the bigh price of malt readere 
the prefent rate of home fpirits fo high as nearly 
tv approath the prices of rom and brandy. If 
the diftillers were ftopped, the price would be 
raifed {till higher, the fopply of home fpinits 
would fail Mort of the confump ion, and that de- 
ficiency would be fuppiicd by a fubititute of fo- 
reipm ipirits, to the permanent injury of tie 
home diittllery, ano the incere(ts of agrieultdre. 

Tiere was one point he teit it neceflary {0 ime 
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land owner endeavouring by his influence and ex- 
ample to induce his tenants and all the land oe- 
Cupiers in his vicinity, to fow a much greater 
quantity of potatoes this feafon than ufuval. 
This wholefome vegetable formed the principal 
food of the great body of the people, and it was 
in thig article thatthe people of Ireland were 
more fortunately circumftanced than thofe of 
England when fearcity prevails, for there not po- 
tatocs, but bread, forms the great article of food, 
and therefore the people of Ireland would obtain 
relief from the article of new potatoes in July, 
whereas the Englith would have :o wait for the 
corn harveft, which will not arrive till Sepiem- 
ber. But then on confideration of this early 
draw wpon the produce of the new harveft, it 
would be the more neceflary to extend in a very 
great degree the cultivation of potatoes for the 
year, a3 no man could anfwer for the weather, 
and confequently for the produce of the enfuing 
corn harveft any more than for the lat.—Bat if 
the corn harveft fhould fortunately turn out a 
plentiful one, our redundance would better ca- 
pacitate us to fupply foreign markets. 

If a reftraint was to be put on any of the ma- 
nafalurers of corn, he thowght the maliter was 
the propereft objet, becaufe at feeding time a 
competition between the maliter and the farmer 
would preclude the latter from obtaining the ne- 
ceflary quantity of feed to attend the cultivation 
of his barley, which wad abfolutely neceffary to 
fupply the confumption of the country. 

A converfation of fome length took place, in 
which the hon. D. Browne, colonel Barry, Mr. 
O'Donnel, and fir John Blaquiere took part, 
and which terminated in the adoption of the refo- 
bution of the fele@ committee. And the mo- 
tien of lord Caftlereagh that thole refolutions 
be laid before bis excellency the lord lieutenant.

majefty’s perfuafion of this, that he recommend. 
ed to the reconfideration of his parliament of In. 
land 3 meafure which had been decidedly rejede 
by that houfe in the Itaft feffion, and of whid 
the houfe had even gone out of its ufwal courk 
of proceeding to mark its difapprobation, by re. 
fufing to make any anfwer, in its addrefs, & 
that part of the [peech from the throne which te 
commended the meafure. Thus, in the vey 
framing of his majefty’s meflage to the houk, 
his minifters recognifed the rights of the peopir 
of breland, and acknowledged their general feo. 
timent in favour of the meafure as the only 
ground on which it could be at ail proper to re 
commend the fubje&t again to the Irith pari. 
ment, and called upon parliament not to furren 
der to a foreign parliament the rights of the per- 
ple of Ireland to be bound by no laws but thol 
enacted by the parliament of their country, sé 
which no parliament, invefted by their cont 
dence, had a right to furrender without ther 
confent; for he confidered the propofed repr:

‘tons on the table, that the noble lord withed 
eo wagrant his reprefentation to the cabinet of 
Creat Britain, that the fentiments of the people 
of Ireland, every where abhorrent to the mea- 
fore, were changed in favour of it ?—.How did 
minifters ground their reprefentation of the 
changeof parliamentary fentiment on the mea 
fre, in order to warrant his majefty’s recom- 
mendation of the meafure now to the re-confi- 
deration of the fame parliament which rejected it 
lat year—-but not indeed all the fame men, for 
it had been fo contrived——he would not fay for 
any finifter purpofe, that the thape of the houfe 
bad been changed fince this meafure was reje&- 
ed; for the minifter had contrived to convert the 

which was intended to reftrain his influence 
on that houfe, into an engine of the moft extra- 
ordinary fway. He found means to prevail on 
men who would have been afhamed to vote for 
his meafure of Union, to vacate their feats, un- 
der the acceptance of nominal employments, to 
make room for new members, whofe fcrupice 
were filenced, and by the refignation of no lefs 
than 63 members fince the | aft feflson, a com- 
plete fifth of the whole howle was changed, 
which accounted for the apparent majority in fa- 
yourof the meafure on which the noble lord 
grounded his triumph. 

Mr. Ponfonby, after ably treating this ground 
of argument, expreffed his opinion, that though 
parliament was not to be ruled by the di@ation of 
the lower orders of the people, it would be wife 
in parliament to attend to their prevailing withes, 
#3 well as to the opinion of the higher claffies.— 
Again this meafure was the prevalent fenfe of 
both ; the will of the one and the opinion of the 
other ould always govern the decifions of par- 
fiament, on a meafure fo vitally important to che 
libeeges of the nation-and he tru(ted the mi- 
Biller would not evince fach decided infanity, as 
& perfift in ufing his influence to prefs forward 
# meafure fo decidedly repugnant to the fenti- 
ments of the nation, fo decidedly contradi€tory to 
the opinion declared in his majefty’s meffage, 
touching the opinions of the people of Ireland, 
and fo obvioufly dangerous to the harmgny and 
connexion fubfiting between both councries. If 
any fach opinion exifted with the minifter, or 
*} portion of the houfe, as to the fentimeat of 

irith people on this fubje€t, the petitions on 
the table, and the fentiments every where ex- 
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prefled by the people without doors, fuily re- 
futed it. It was the Indefenfible apd conftituti- 
onal right of the people to petition that houle, or 
his majefty on the fubjeét of any meafure pend - 
ing deliberation, and he held it bef to addrefe 
that houfe in the firft inttance. It was in thie 
cafe the duty of parliament, in ite wildom, to 
advife his majefty, to undeceive him with regard 
to the due reprefentation of the fentiments of 
the people of Ireland, on the evident mifcon- 
ception of which the royal meffige was formed. 
And if ever there was an inftance more peculiarly 
urgent for the interference of a magnanimous 
fovereign, to ftep between the rafhnefs of his 
minifters and the mifreprefented feelings and fen- 
timents of a leyal and brave nation, this was that 
inftance.<—The better to develope his objett, he 
had fome refolutions which he propofed himfelf 
the honor of fubmitting to the houfe, and which 
he thayld now read in hie place, The firft wase 
refolution recognizing the right of the people to 
petition that houfe on the fubje& of any mea- 
fure pending its deliberation, and the next was 2 
motion for an addrefs to hie excellency the lord 
lieutenant, —— the fenfe of that hoefe, 
thar the fentiments of the people of Ireland ap- 
peared, from their petitions ¢o parliament, to be 
dire€tly repugnant to the meafure of anion, of 
which the royal meflage declared their approba- 
tion; the faid addrefs to be eee: by the 
petitions on the table, and toexprefs the intreaty 
of the houfe that his excellency would be pleafed 
to tranfmit the fame in order to be laid before hie 
majefty, as demanftrative of the fenfe of his 
people of Ireland, and to induce his royal in- 
itruétions to his miaifters to withdraw a meafure 
fo decidedly repugnant to the fenfe of his people 
Of Ireland, ang dangerous to the connexion of 
thefe countries. 

Mr. Ponfanby concluded by ftrongly preffing 
@pon the reprefentatives of government the mad- 
nefs and the mifchief of perfifting in fuch a mea- 
fare, and by moving hie firft mentioned refolati- 


Lord Caftlereagh rofe in anfwer to Mr. Pon- 
fonby. The hon. gentleman’s arguments, he 
faid, were divifible into two poidtse=ethe one un- 
der the head of faéts, the other of do@rine... 
The former he thould poftpone for future argu- 
ment; to the latter he thould firft apply himfelf, 
namely, the fubmiffion of parliament to guidance 
by will of the people. 

Did the hon. gentleman mean by his quotae 
tions from his majefty’s meffage, to affert that his 
majelty appealed from that houfe to the fenti- 
ments of any body of people without doors, or 
that his majefty’s meffage acknowledged the deli- 
berative capacity of the country to exit in any 
other body of men, in aconftitutional fenfe, fave 
in that of parliament? Did the hon. gentleman 
mean er’ 34 that the refolutions of bodies of 
men without doors were to be paramount to the 
authority of parliament, or to have any othee 
force in governing its deliberations, fave under 
the guidance of its own diferetion ? If the hon. 
gentleman meant to affert any fuch doétrine, his 
affertions were unconflitutional : and as weil 
might beaflert the right of that fociety, fome 
fever: 
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fever vears ago aflembied under the letters miffive 
of a Mr. Byrne, as the delegates of the catholics 
of [reland, to a parliament to be held in the me- 
tropolis, to ditate principles of legiflature, and 
demand certain conceffions of the parliament of 
the country. 

He felt it neceffary, before he proceeded farther 
i9 his anfwer, toavow his own obje€ls in urging 
this meafure, and exempt himfelt from accedence 
to the propofitions of thole whofe objects were 
not congenial tohis. The obsett he profeffed as 
his principle was the maintenannce of Britith con- 
ftitution and Britifh connexion, and to the pre- 
fervation of both he confidered the meafure of 
woion indifpentably neceffary ; while he could not 
view the conduct of that minority who oppoted 
it in any better light than that of Mr. Byrne's il- 
legitimate parliament—=for thofe gertiemen, find - 
ing themfelves defeated within thofe walls, alfem- 
bled a convention without doors; they f-nt their 
letters miffive through the country, not to collect 
the gradual and moderate fentiments of the peo- 
ple, but to claim the fignatures of all thofe with- 
in their Influence in any way, to petitions they 
never read, againft a meafure they did not under- 
ftand, and they fent forward, in imitation of Mr, 
Byrne, agents to belie the objects of the meafure, 
and to levy fubferiptions to oppofe i. Thus it 
was that 110,000 names were obtained. But 
upon this doétrine of the will of the peoole he 
oppofed the circumétance of the Scotch union, 
which, although the table of their parliament, 
for three years fucceflively, wes inundated with 
petitions from every part of the country againt 
the meafure, a parliament in which both thote 
orders fat together which in our legiflature are 
feparate, the meafure was carried only by a ma- 
jority of 34—-whereas, in our houfe of lords the 
majority in favour of the meafure was 170,—-and 
that of the commons 60, which, if our Jegitla- 
ture was conftituted ike thatof Scotland ar the 
time, would have amounted to a majority of 230 
im favour of the meafure, a majority apainit 
which the hon. member, with ali bis political 
ingenuity, would have found it extremely difficult 
to Carry on his Oppofit ion, 

His lordthip next combated the doctrine ef the 
popular will by allimilating it to the principles 
avowed oy dr, M'’Nevin and the other members 
of the Imth executive dire€tory, whole princi- 
ples he ureed to be precifely confonant with 
thofe ayowed by the hon. gentleman, and whole 
profetied objet was the fubverfion of the Diitith 
contiitution here, and the eftabliihment of a re- 
public io alliance with Franee.--Here the nobie 
lord adverted, with pointed teverity to the con- 
Ju of oppotition minority in their former de- 
feats in that houfe, and their appeals to the peo- 
ple without dugrs to (upport their influcace and 
their power. 

With reipect to fats, he had ftrong doubts, 
indeed, to be remove), belore he could affTent to 
oft the hon, member, that the

In forther illufration of his argumeht apait 
the willof the people in ruling the decifions » 
parliament, his lordfhip adduced the circumfaing 
of the revolution, which placed the prefer: 
Brunfwick family on the Britith throne. A & 
bate arofe in the houfe of commons on the dele, 
tion of king James from the throne ; it was af. 
ferted, on one hand, that he had abdicated, o 
the other that he had only abfented himfelf. Th 
guettion was carried in the affirmative of the fe. 
mer by a majority of three in the commons, as 
being carried to the lords for their concurrenc 
was there negatived. A fubfequent motion wy 
made inthe commons, afierting the revolutionary 
principles, that the right of appointing a fuceel.

he obieéted ; he had not objefted to it on another 
ground, namely, the new tax on fervants which 
would attach u pon him an expence of 40l. ayear 
w=yut becaufe the wine tax would go materially 
to affeét the healthas well as the circumftances 
of meno: (mall income and middle rank, who had 
been in the habit of confuming port wine, and 
who could not leave ir oft 

The right hon. gentleman, when he brought 
forward this tax, confoled the houfe by faying it 
would materially benefit the agriculture of the 
country, by turning .e g4éneral confumption to 
home (pirits inftead of foreign wine. But furely 
theright hon. gentleman whofe province 1 was 
to look as well tothe external commerce 28 to 
the internal revenye of the country, fhould con- 
fider that this duty might go materially co affe‘t 
our trade with Portugal, and throw any preference 
fhe might be inclined to give our manufactures in 
return for our preference to her wines, into the 
{cale of another country. 

He was fure if theright hon. gentleman had 
thought fit to feleét {pirits inftead of wine as the 
object of taxation, he would have been the firft 
to argue, and to argue truly, that fpirits were the 
faireft poffible obje€t for taxation, as a luxury, 
wonecetiary to the fuftenance or real comfort of 
the people, and as poifonous to their health and 
Tuinous to their morals, whereas wine was to 
many of the moit fober and moral people of the 
country, who could leaft afford tages, become a 
neceffary of life.

COPENMAGEN=—=APRIL 7. 

The following is the official account given of 
the naval engagement of the 2d inft. by Olfert 
rifcber, the Danith commander in chief, and ad- 
ereffed to his royal highnefs the crown prince. 

On the rt of April at half pat three o’clocle 
in the afternoon two divifions of the Englith fleet 
under vice admiral Nelfou and a rear-admiral, 
weiehed anchor, proceeded caftward towards the 
rmidd.e ground, and thortly cait anchor again, 
fouth of the fame. This force confitted of rz 
fhaps of the line, feveral large frigates, bornb and 
other veflcis, making in all 32 fail. On the 
2tot April about nine o'clock in the morning, 
the wind S. E. thefe thips, as well as thofe lying 
north of the middie ground under command of 
admiral Parker, weighed anchor. The thips of 
the line and heavy frigates, under the command 
of vice-edmiral Nelfon drew up towards the King’s 
Deep, in order to take ftation fucceflively nearer 
the place which | was intrufted to defend. The 
bombarding and {mailer veflels took their ftation 
mearec the town; and the divifion of admiral 
Parker, confitting of 8 thips of the line and fe- 
versi imaller vefiels, crusfed with the utmok 
prefs of fail towards the fouth, to the righe 
Wing of the defence. 

At half paft ten o'clock the northernmoft thip 
of admiral Nelfon's divilion patled thofe of ours, 
which lay moft tothe fouth, I gave that thip 
which was within thot the figna! ivy bale. The 
guard-thips, Provefteen ana Wagiien, and fhort- 
Jy atter the Jutland (bétween which and the 
puard-thip Dannebrog, the firtt Englith thip, 
being 74 “uns, keptittelf falt by means ef an 
anchor) obeyed the fignal by a well direéted and 
well fupported fire. The remainder of the fhips 
then came up, and fome of them having failed in

fion, until I received at four o'clock the orders of 
your royal highnefs to keep in the midit of the 
batrle. 

Then that part of the force which lay to the 
fouth of the three crown battery, as far as the 
frigate Hielperen, fell into the power of the 
enemy: that frigate having to contend alone 
with a fuperior force, cut her cable and got under 
weigh. The fhip Elven, after having received fe- 
veral fhots, had itsmattsand rigging fhattered, 
and lott a number of men killed and wounded ; 
was brought back into the crewn by the gun-boats 


Nyborg and Aggerthaus, and the Dannebrog thort- 


ly after the batule, blew up. 

Befides the injury which the enemy evidently 
faftained, [ am convinced that their iofs in mea 
and in thips was very confiderable. And the ad- 
vantage ot the conquerors confifts only in ufelefs 
thips, cannon mottly fpiked, and powder thrown 
overboard. 

The number of the killed and wounded cannot 
as yet be given; but Il fuppofe it may amonnt to 
1600 or 1700 men Among the killed, 1 am
